A further proof of Christ's divinity was the 


When Pie asked, 
"Which of you shall convince Me of sin?" there 
was none to answer Him. In His example He ful- 
filled the perfect ideal of what is virtuous and 
good in the consciences and minds of men. 


Since Christ, then, was God, it is proper 


that Christians preparing to commemorate His 
coming into the wooiid should re-dedicate them- 
selves to Him in all-surrendering love. No man- 
inspired tinsel or glamor should obscure the es- 
sential meaning of Christmas. 
Christmas is a 


time of spiritual joy and celebration because it- 
reminds us of the power and splendor of God's 
love -and His willingness to abide with us for- 
ever if only we submit ourselves to Him in faith, 
love and obedience.

Personal And Social 


By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 
One hears talk often of "social 


religion," and "the social Gos- 
pel." 
It is understandable that 


such phrases, with their emphasis, 
should come into use in protest 
against the idea that religion is a 
mainly, or purely, individual, per- 
sonal matter. 


But such phrases actually are 


redundant. 
Can one imagine a 


religion that has in it any truth 
or any demands of duty that is 
not social? 
And, most" certainly 


if there were a gospel that is not 
social, it would not be the Chris- 
;ian gospeL 
At every ' point in 


3is teaching Jesus emphasized 
.ove and duty of man to man, 
and the fellowship of brother- 
hood, as much as man's own per- 
sonal faith and his relationship 
to God. 


The Hebrew prophets had es- 


sentially a social outlook. They 
thought of "Israel" as a people 
chosen and called of God, a nation 
with God-given privileges 
and 


responsibilities. 
To that people 


and nation they were supremely 
devoted in a loyalty that was it- 
self a matter of religious inten- 
sty. They thought of the naton 
and the people as a whole, and 
hey had much to say' regarding 
he conditions and principles that 
made for national happiness, se- 
curity and welfare. 
"Righteous- 


ness exalteth a nation." 
"Happy 


s that nation whose God is the 
Jord." 


But with that social outlook 


.hey stressed the need and pri- 
mary place of personal 
right- 


eousness. 
A sound nation could 


DC built only upon sound indi- 
viduals. Hence every element of 
personal evil and unrighteousness 
was an offense not only against 
rod, but an offense against the 
lation as well, weakening it in 


its inherent structure and endan- 
gering it in the facing of its 
enemies. 


Historically, 
Achan 
and 
his 


whole family had been put to 
death *when Achan had been 
found 
I appropriating .to himself 


silver and rich garments looted 
from, the enemy. 
(Joshua 7:8-12) 


The point was that Achan was 


grabbing for himself what be- 
longed'to all, and in thus acting 
anti-socially was weakening the 
community. 
This notion of the 


oneness and integrity of the Jew- 
ish community persisted strongly, 
especially in the prophetic con- 
ception, long after the Achan in- 
cident, when society had become 
more highly organized. 
But the 


principle was the same. 
Evil, 


selfishness, unrighteousness in the 
individual was a social offense. 
Social religion could be strong 
only when personal religion was 
sound. 


It is a'principle that ought to 


be emphasized more in our mod- 
ern democracies. 
Though pun- 


ishments are .not enforced, grab- 
bing for one's self against the 
common good is as much a- social 
offense and wrpng, in our com- 
plex society, as it was in the 
primitive 
society 
of 
Achan's 


wrongdoing. 


We think of democracy as con- 


sisting, in majority rule. But the 
true essence of democracy, and 
that which alone can make de- 
mocracy effective, is much deepr. 
It is self-rule, and the self-rule 
of the individuals composing the 
democracy. In a democracy every 
man is his own king, and the 
weakness of our democracies is 
that so many have abdicated. 


Who can estimate the strength 


and power of a nation, demo- 
cratically 
organized, 
in 
which 


every citizen was exercising his 
kingly right of self-government? 
That's an ideal for humanity.

Congressmen Give it to the 
Country to be Honest and 
Aboveboard

(Editor's Note — Drew Pearson's column 
today takes the form of a letter to his 
daughter, Mrs. George L. Arnold of Los 
Angeles.) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5, 1949. 


Dear Daughter - The other day I went down 


to the trial of Congressman J. Parnell Thomas 
and sat in the courtroom while the 3ury was 
Jeing picked. 
He was there making a show 


of being unconcerned and confident, but some- 
how or other I felt sorry for him 
I felt 


almost sorry that I had brought out all the 
stuff about his kickbacks. 


Thomas was a lot different in the courtroom 


than when he blustered over witnesses in his 
own Un-American Activities committee. 
He 


had sent'a dozen or so witnesses to jail him- 
self chiefly for refusal to answer 
questions. 


And he denied them the right of counsel and 
had hauled them before his committee from 
as far away as California at any time of the 
day or week that suited him. 


In contrast he now enjoyed all the carefully 


built-up American privileges of a free trial. 
He was represented by a good lawyer. 
He 


sat before a good judge, Judge Holtzoff, who 
was very fair. 
And he had the right to ex- 


clude jurors -- though a witness before his 
committee had no right to exclude any com- 
mittee members. 


Furthermore, the justice 
department 
had 


given Thomas one year's delay in his trial, and 
had sent him to an army hospital at govern- 
ment expense to get his health 
completely 


restored. 


So perhaps I shouldn't have felt sorry. But 


nevertheless, as he sat there in the crowded 
courtroom facing certain conviction, I did feel 
sorry for him. 
After all, there isn't any fun 


in sending a man to jail. 


Morality Between Wars 
In retrospect, however, there are a lot more 


important considerations in our lives and in 
our nation than pity and the discomfiture of 
one man. 


A military commander in time of war some- 


times has to sacrifice whole companies and 
regiments of fine men in order to save the 
rest of his army. And in peacetime we have to 
make an example of one in high position who 
betrays a public trust — if we are to save our 
democratic system. 


Some people forget that our morality and 


respect for clean government between wars is

Contrary to general gossip, I don't think that 


there are many congressmen who resort to Par- 
nell Thomas' cheap and tawdry way of making 
money.

majority of both houses are honest, _ sincere 
and have the welfare of their country very 
much at heart. They recognize that the money 
alloted them for secretarial help comes not 
from their own pockets but from the tax- 
payers' and that it has to be spent as a public 
trust. 


When you look around the world today, there 


are not many democratic legislative bodies left. 
Ours is one of the few. 
And sometimes we 


forget that the right of the people to govern 
themselves is something your grent grandfathers 
have heen fighting for ever since the 1700s, 
and we've got to preserve 'the integrity of what 
they won. 


Congress is merely the medium by which 


people exercise the right to govern themselves. 
Some day I want it to be governing for, with 
and by my grandson, and in the interim I don't 
want a Parnell Thomas or anyone else 
destroy its good name.

GOP May Need a, Great New 
Principle to Triumph in 1952

A man named Walter Prescott Webb, profes- 


sor of history at the University of Texas, has 
some ideas on politics that are new and differ- 
ent. 
Whether they are right is another ques- 


tion. 
But they seem to have enough support 


in history to merit our attention. 


Political experts have been trying for de- 


cades to understand the ups and downs of 
American 
political parties. 
Swings 
in 
the 


economy from boom to bust, the cycle of social 
change, the waxing and waning of particular 
public personalities, these are among the fac- 
tors set down to explain the rise and fall of 
party fortunes. 


Webb, writing in the magazine Southwest 


Review, takes a longer view than any of these 
notions embraces. 
He believes that political 


debate inevitably focuses on some great prin- 
ciple. 


"The party that originates the principle and 


establishes it, does so in a national crisis," says 
Webb. 
"As long as the principle works, it is 


almost impossible to dislodge the party* that 
discovered it." 


He contends the Republican Party 
found 


such a principle after the Civil War. It linked 
itself with a new and growing force—business 
—and fostered the idea that what is good 
for business is good for the country. 


According to Webb, that principle worked for 


a long time and kept the GOP in national power 
most of the period from the Civil War until 
the Great Depression. 


In that crisis, he adds, the Democrats seized 


the chance to try out a new principle—wider 
use of government authority for the relief and 
welfare of farmers, workingmen, home owners, 
and many other groups in society. 


Webb passes no judgment on this principle, 


but simply notes that, like the one adopted by 
the Republicans in the 1860's, it has been po- 
litically effective. 


He thinks the Democrats' principle will go 


on working Until, in some crisis, it fails. Only 
then, he says, will the GOP have an oppor- 
tunity to move in on a long-term basis by 
grasping another new principle that can gain 
popular support. 


In the meantime, Webb believes the Repub- 


licans can only criticize the operation of the 
Democrats' welfare principle, and bide their 
time. 


We leave it to the experts to reconcile Webb's 


theory with others. Obviously the "great prin- 
ciple" could not be the sole factor at work, 
for Democrats won the presidency during the 
long Republican ascendancy and the GOP took 
Congress in 1946 amid the big Democratic days. 


But if there is some single strong thread 


running through these long periods when one 
or the other party has tended to dominate 
the scene, it could very likely be the sort of 
principle of which Webb speaks. 


Should that be so, Webb's panoramic study 


of party fortunes may help the Republicans 
clarify their outlook for 1950 and 1952. It may 
hasten the search' for a new principle which 
the party might offer the nation when the 
moment comes for another great swing of the 
pendulum. 


Right now there is not the slightest hint 


what that principle might be. All that seems 
clear is that it probably cannot be the same 
one the GOP embraced in former times, nor 
can 
it 
copy the Democrats' welfare 
state. 


Somehow it will have to break entirely new 
ground.

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The Doctor Says— 


Pasteurization of Milk Does 
Not Destroy Nutritious Value

Milk is one of the most valu- 


able and \videly used foods avail- 
able to man. It provides energy 
and contains some minerals and 
is rich in carbohydrates, fats and 
proteins. 


Besides its excellent nutritive 


value, milk 
can carry disease 


germs. Germs relish milk too, and 
can grow in it with great speed. 
The germs can get into milk di- 
rectly from an infected cow or 
may drop in anywhere along its 
path between the cow and the 
consumer. Infected milk has caus- 
ed disease in many people.^ The 
geim of tuberculosis is carried in 
milk. Typhoid fever, septic sore 
throat and undulant fever or bru- 
cellosis are also spiead by con- 
taminated milk. 


The spread 
of disease germs 


through milk can be checked. The 
way to do this is simple and we! 
known. It is only necessary to use 
a process of treating milk with 
heat which destroys the disease 
germs which may be present This 
heat treatment is called pasteuri- 
zation—a name which it resceived 
from the great French pioneer in 
bacteriology, Louis Pasteur. 


Cows Must Be Healthy 
Destroying germs by heating i 


no excuse for supplying consum- 
ers with dirty milk. The more 
healthy the cows, the cleaner thi 
collecting methods, the transpor- 
tation and the bottling, the fewe: 
the germs which have to be de 
stroyed by pasteurization. Grea 
steps forward have been made ir 
getting cleaner milk. 


Anyone who realizes the pro 


tection which they and their fam 
dies have been given by pasteuri- 
zation of milk should feel that a 
gieat step forward has been tak- 
en.

From Atlantic 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 9—(#)—A 


Coast Guard plane snatched four 
lahfornians—including two small 
children—and a New Jersey man 
from the Atlantic Thursday in a 
dramatic rescue. 


The five were clinging to two 


barrel-shaped 
empty plastic gas 


tanks when the huge PBY swoop- 
ed down and rescued them two 
hours after their small plane crash- 
landed and sank in the ocean near 
Bimmi, a Bahamian Island, 60 
miles from Miami.

They Still Swear by—or at— 
The 'Dies Committee5

Texas Democrat, has been out of 
Congress for five years, the words 
"Dies Committee" are still swear 
words. 


Communists swear at the com- 


mitteee; anti-Communists swear 
by it. 
Officially known as the 


House 
Un-American 
Activities 


committee, the investigating body 
has come by its dubious distinc- 
tion by devious ways. 


Dies asked the House, in May, 


1938, to set up a seven-man com- 
mittee tc: 


1. Examine the extent, charac- 


ter and objectives of un-Ameri- 
can , propaganda activities in the 
United States. 


2. Study the extent of dissem- 


ination of the propaganda from 
abroad attacking the U. S. form 
of constitutional government. 


3. Study "all other questions in 


relation thereto." 


Martin Dies 


Still swear words . . . 


In 11 years the committee has 


spent $1,250,000, issued 63 reports 
amassed a 30-volume library (26- 
000 pages) 
of 
public 
hearing 


transcript, and compiled a file 
listing 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 


who are suspect as Communist 
or pro-Fascist. 


Some good has been done. But 


the committee unquestionably has 
pulled some of this finest boners 
of our time. The Bill of Rights 
has been kicked around like 
paid gas bill, from time to time, 
and even the propDnents who say 
the end justifies the means do 
not seem to have the ring of con- 
viction in their voices. 


One of the big criticisms against 


the committee is that its chair- 
men and members have used it 
for persona] publicity. 
Whether 


this charge is true or not, it is 
a fact that the committee's force 
has depended largely on publiciz- 
ing Communist activities, some- 
times 
sensibly 
and 
sometimes 


merely sensationally. 


It is hard to attempt to list the 


concrete accomplishments of the 
committee, because most of them 
have been at best 
short-lived. 


But as a goad to other agencies 
which had been more or less su- 
pine in the fight against the 
Commies, the record is slightly 
more encouraging. 


Year by year, the committee's 


highlights stack up somewhat as 
follows: 


1938 — Revealed the recruit- 


ment of soldiers here by Loyalist 
Spain in violation of the neutral- 
ity laws. 
No good came of this

aid operations. Maybank, chair 
man of the Senate banking corn 
mittee, made a separate visit t 
look into housing and financial de 
velopments. 


Robertson said he thinks Con 


gress should hold Marshall pla 
funds to a $2,500,000,000 total i 
th«'1951 fiscal year starting nex 
July 1. Congress appropriated $3. 
778,000,000 for the current year 
' Robertson told a news confer 
ence that the whole recovery pro 
ject should be ended in 1952 a 
scheduled, with only a $1,000,000 
000 appropriation then. 
"Haven't Done Enough" 
McClellan told newsmen he als 


believes that at least $1,000,000,00 
should be cut from next year's ai 
funds. He said Europeans sti 
"haven't done enough" themselve 
to solve their basic problems sue 
as'removal of trade barriers an 
stabilization of currency.

shop grounds it has been possible 
to cut the anticipated layoff by 
39 men. 
The 61 men are only 


temporarily off and as soon as 
arrangements can be made and 
the men can be tised, they will 
be called back to work. 


Number of Volunteers 
Studer also explained the lum-

Nationalists Set 
Up Fifth Capital 
In Year's Time 
On That Island 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Dec. 8 


— (/P) —The Chinese Nat- 
ionalist government fled the 
mainland today. 


Its fifth capital in a year 


was set up on this island 100 
miles off the Communist- 
tield coast. 


Premier Yeh Hsi-Shan and 14 


cabinet 
members 
arrived here 


from Chengtu, the shortest-lived 


'hinese capital in history, "in Gen- 


eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's pri- 
vate plane, the Mei Ling. 


The generalissimo remained in 


Chengtu, Yen said, to organize 
guerrilla warfare against the con- 
quering Reds. 


Flight was decided upon in an 


emergency cabinet meeting,. Yen 
said. Collapse came after Yen. 
learned, just before taking off, 
that "the airfield at Kunming had 
been occupied." 


This apparently meant that the 


long-feared defection of Yunnan's 
governor, Gen. Lu Han. had taken 
place. He appeared to be holding 
this great southwest province until 
the Reds arrive. 


The bad news about Lu climax- 


ed a disastrous week. In Kweichow 
province. Yungning had fallen, 
depriving the Natoinalists of a 
refuelling base through which they 
could supply an island capital by 
air. The Reds were taking 'over 
he south China coast, and Gen. 
?ai Chung-Hsi. Moslem leader who

"Now I want to ask some ques- 


tions," the chief executive broke 
in. 


He-asked each man in turn what 


time they got to bed last night. 


Those who turned in after one

m. outnumbered those who 


turned in earlier, and one fellow 
claimed he was getting shuteye al 
9:30 p. m. 


"It's a good thing they're not 


all under oath," William D. Has- 
sett. another presidential secre- 
tary, chimed in.

many had been to breakfast. Three 
hands went up. The President 
showed no surprise. 


"How many of you have written 


home to your wives at least once," 
the President came back. Most of 
them had.

Then, he broke up the press 


conference, as his own are ended 
at Washington, with a "thank you.

Loss Near $375,000 


Blaze Destroys Reclaim 
Plant, Box Cars And 
Large Pile Of Lumber 


Broke Out at 
Noon Saturday- 
Throng Rushed 
To Fire Scene 


The Missouri Pacific Lines 


suffered another drastic loss 
by -fire at the Sedalia shops 
when the Reclamation Plant 
building 
was 
destroyed 


shortly afternoon Saturday. 
The loss was estimated be- 
tween $300,000 and $375,- 
000 by L. L. Studer, District 
Storekeeper for the Eastern 
Division of the railroad, to 
the plant builrtag, contents 
and to a stock lumber pile 
just to the north of the build- 
ing. 


It was the second fire suffered 


at the Missouri Pacific shops in 
which losses reached, into the six 
figures. February 
10,1947. The 


losses at that time were estimated 
at around $400,000. This fire de- 
stroyed the shop offices, and store 
rooms with thousands of dollars 
in new supplies. This fire was dis- 
covered at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


Hundreds To Scene 
Hundreds of people in Sedalia 


and farmers residing north of the 
shops and in that vicinity were 
attracted to the shops 
grounds 


Saturday afternoon when huge 
clouds of black smoke rose into 
the air and drifted to the north 
It was a spectacular fire which 
created a great financial loss, but 
fortunately none of the fire fight- 
ers, or volunteers, were injured 
in fighting the fierce: eating flam- 
es. 


G. O. Tindell, 
Terry 
Hotel, 


watchman at the shops, discovered 
the blaze exactly at 12 o'clock 
noon. It was but a* very few min- 
utes after officials had left the 
main office to go to town for their 
lunch. Tindell reported he saw 
the flames about the center of the 
507 foot building on the .roof, and 
immediately turned in an alarm. 
The fire whistle was blown at the 
shops and workmen began hurry- 
ing around running hose lines to 
it while the fire companies in Se- 
dalia were notified. 


Soon Mass Of Flames 
When the Sedalia fire companies 


arrived, the entire frame structure 
was a mass of flames, and a por- 
tion of the roof had already caved 
in. By 12:40 o'clock the entire 
building was nothing but a heap 
of burning timbers, and the fire 
was then spreading into the large 
stock pile of lumber to the north 
Water Main Burst 
The Sedalia water company im- 


mediately boasted the pressure and 
a water main in the western parl 
of the shop grounds broke causing 
several fire plugs to be withoul 
water. The fire truck of wes' 
Sedalia company had hooked to 
one of the small mains and was 
pulling water into one line of hose 
but there was not enough to handle 
two lines of hose. The truck was 
then moved to a large tank of 
water where it pumped water into 
its hos'e line, relieving the shop 
mains for other lines. The east 
Sedalia fire truck was "spotted1 
at another tank and pumped wat- 
er from it into a line of hose 
Later the line from the east Se- 
dalia truck was connected to the 
west Sedalia truck which carried 
the load while the other truck re- 
turned to the fire station to reload 
hose and be ready in case of a 
big fire in town. 


Another Fire Run 
A third fire truck was manned 


by firemen at the West Sedalia 
fire station and handled a coal oil 
heater fire at the; residence of 
Leon Mitchell, 115 west Twentieth 
street, at 1:55 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Slight damage resulted. 


The shop fire was brought un- 


der control at 2:30 o'clock, Assist- 
ant Fire Chief William Middleton 
stated. Middleton said it was al- 
most impossible to determine how 
the fire started as when the fire 
companies arrived 
the 
building 


was a mass of 'flames from one 
end to the other. He directed the 
fire fighting and the firemen were 
successful in checking the flames 
in the lumber and keeping it from 
spreading further. 
Box Cars Destroyed 
Several box cars i.n the path of 


the fire which spread northward 
from the Reclamation plant were 
destroyed by the fire. Another box 
car loaded with new lumber was 
damaged, but workmen succeeded 
in pulling it back to the east from 
the lumber fire. Firemen then 
drenched thfe car and lumber in- 
side putting out the flames. 


Guy Bailey, superintendent of 


the shops, arrived on the scene 
soon after the fire: started and 
kept tab on the progress of the 
fire fighting. He was deeply con- 
cerned for a time a'bout the store 
building which houses oxygen and 
acetylene. Bailey stated this build- 
ing would have exploded had the 
fire ma'de contact with it, and

From the time the fire in the 


Reclamation plant was discovered 
throughout the afternoon a smar' 
breeze blew from the south fan- 
ning the flames. Because of thii 
breeze it was feared the entire 
lumber supply might be destroy- 
ed and the flames carried to the 
above mentioned building. Fire- 
men and volunteers with severa 
lines of hose worked hard soaking 
lumber and holding the lumbei 
fire in one location. Other work- 
men rushed to large piles of heavy 
timbers and rolled them to the 
north away from the fire. This 
put a block to the lumber fire 
and did much in saving additional 
heavy timber and lumber. 
Fought Fire Six Hours 
It was nearly six hours before 


the city firemen were relieved oJ 
their \vork on the shop grounds 
As soon as it was certain the fire 
was under control the city fire- 
men returned to their stations anc 
members of the shop fire depart- 
ment took over and kept watei 
drenching the smouldering em- 
bers throughout the evening anc 
night. 


Mr. Studer in discussing the 


loss said it was impossible to give 
an exact amount of the loss. He 
explained that an acttial loss could 
not be determined until after a 
complete check is made of stock, 
machinery, and other equipment- 
He said his figures were only a 
guess as to the $350,000 to $375,- 
000 loss, and that it was possible 
for it to be more than that, then 
again could be smaller, 
Praise To Firemen 
Mr. Bailey had nothing but 


praise to offer the Sedalia fire- 
men, the numerous volunteers and 
several boys about 17 or 18 years 
old who had gotten onto the shop 
grounds, and later seen doing a 
good job in hustling hose for the 
firemen and volunteer fire fight- 
ers.

work period as a lever against 
operators still holding fast against 
his contract demands. 


The small soft coal companies; 


in the midwest and south which 
have accepted his terms since 
Tuesday have returned to a full 
five-day week and Lewis said 
yesterday that "additional ton- 
nage, will sign." 


But major coal operators, pro- 


ducing nearly all the 550,000,000 
tons mined in a year, still held 
fast. Lewis would have to crack 
their solid front before he could 
claim any important, major gain 
in the months-old dispute. 
Preferred Limited Week 
Lewis and his UMW policy 


committee decided a week ago on 
the limited work week in pre- 
ference to a full-fledged strike. 
This gave Lewis time to try to 
make the hard and soft coal oper- 
ators yield to his new contract 
terms. The old contracts expired 
last July. 


The mines are now operating 


only on Monday, Tuesday and

the week Lewis is allowing only
